MANCHESTER, X H., July 1—The ab- 


duction of Miss Mary Fay, a novice at 
Mt. St. Mary's convent, by her brother 
Hon. Peter A. Fay, of Lowell, in this city, 
Thursday, occasioned a tremendous sen- 
sation which has today reached large pro- 
portions and overshadows all other sub 
jects of discussion in public places. 


Taking place as it did,on the main street 


o£ the city, in front of the largest business 
block in town, and in the face and eyes of 
hundreds of people, it could not fail to at- 
tract attention and to elicit most extrava- 
,ant and sensational reports. 


The young woman is now 23 years old, 


and first came to Manchester four years 
ago, at which time she entered the cele- 
brated academy connected with Mt. St. 
Mary's convent. 


Her people are among the wealthiest 


Catholic residents of Lowell, and as she is 
the youngest daughter she is the "baby," 
the pet of the family. 


Naturally nothing \?as too good for her, 


and knowing by reputation of the fine 
school kept by the Sisters of Mercy in this 
city, it was decided that shu should enter 
the_institution and fit herself to occupy any 
position in life that might come to her. 


The full term of school life in Mt. St. 


Mary's is seven years, but advanced pupils 
frequently graduate on less time, and in 
fact very few young ladies, unless they 'en- 
ter at the age of 13 or 15, ever take the full 
seveu years' course. 


Miss Fay was a remarkably bright and 


talented scholar, and she waj only in the 
school two years, graduating with honor. 


She oftentimes expressed herself as desir- 


ous of becoming a nun, but finding her 
family a unit in opposition to her desires, 
and receiving no encouragement from the 
sisters, she made application for admission 
to the Mauchester training school, and 
having finished a course of a year and a 
half gradual ed from there last month, and 
then on Monday took at Mt. St. Mary's 
convent the white veil, the first step in the 
path of the professed. 


Her brother Peter was particularly bitter 


against her desire to become a nun, and 
finally obtained from her a promise not 
to enter tbe sisterhood. 


This promise it is understood Miss Fay 


claims, was given under duress, and there- 
fore not binding upon her. 


When Mr Fay learned of what his sister 


had done in joining the order, ne at once 
sent a note to the reverend mother sup 
erior, demanding that she not only not 
admit his sister to the order, bat that she 
turn her out of the convent. 


To this the latter sent back word that 


no nun would ever be turned away from 
the convent, but that any sister who desired 
to leave could do so at any time. 


This was received by Mr Fay yesterday 


morning, and he at once came to this city 
and with the sensational results already 
rendered.

POLITICAL 
CAUCUSES. 


New Law the Moit Important One Failed 


by tbe Legislature 1'hi» Year. 


The enactment of the caucus reform bill 


is considered to be the most important law 
adopted by the present legislature. There 
are some measures affecting corporate in- 
terests which have attracted more public 
attention, but the immediate and future 
effect of the caucus bill will be to make 
radical and improving changes in our 
election methods. A prominent politician 
speaking of the law says: 


"Curiously enough, although the first 


caucus was Uel'-i in Massachusetts, it has 
never had legal standing. 
Any methods 


acceptable to party managers were adopted 
in tbem, and It is not strange that abuses 
have crept in. People not especially in- 
terested in the personal fortunes of poli- 
tical candidates have shown their disap- 
proval of the caucus by staying away from 
:bem. This was exactly what those who 
had selSsh interests to serve desired. But 
public attention has been called to the fail- 
ures and dangers of the caucus system, or 
rather lack of system, of late, and this new 
law has received the support of the public 
and press in a way that shows a demand 
for it,and indicates a public sentiment that 
\vi!l insist on its enforcement. 


It will take some time for the people 


to understand that primary political meet- 
ings are hereafter to be dignified and fair 
gaiuerings of voters, where they can have 
their voice and vote tell as much as on 
election day, but the adoption of this law 
marks the beginning of a great change in 
Massachusetts politics. There will be no 
backward steps taken. 
The history of all 


such movements shows that an improving 
election law, once adopted, it is impossible 
to rescind it. 


"This 
law will 
require 
perfecting 


changes, as a!l laws do, but caucus reform 
has come to stay. The days of the snap 
caucus are numbered, and the time gone 
by when a committee of five chosen by the 
chairman, 
of peculiar, but convenient 


hearing faculties, will bring in a list of del- 
egates. 
Primary meetings will, in the near 


future, be as much an expression of public 
opinion within a^arty as the vote on an 
election day in a test of it between par 
ties. 


"The caucus bill, when considered sec- 


tion by section, seems complicated, as all 
laws relating to elections do. But the pro- 
visions which are mandatory, and which 
affect the voters, are very simple indeed. 


"Caucuses for state, congressional and 


county conventions must be held through- 
but the state on one of two consecutive 
days. So must caucuses to chose delegates 
to representative, senatorial and counly 
conventions to be held on one of two 
consecutive days. Such caucuses are to 
be called by the state central committee 
at least three weeks before being held 
Town and 
city committees must give 


public notice of the caucus of at leas1 
seven days, designating which of the two 
days the caucus shall be held, and stating 
time and place. 


"Cities aad towns must furnish polling 


places at the expense of the tnunicipalitie! 
and provision is made for keeping tbe polli 
opea at least 30 minutes. The remaining 
compulsory provisions of the bill are main 
Iy directions to political committees. The 
permissive part of the bill relates mainly to 
the use of tbe Australian system of voting 
in caucuses is it is now used at elections 


"This portion of the bill is substantially 


an adaptation of the Boston caucus rule, 
which have been found to work very satis 
'actorily. Of course there are some thing, 
n this measure that I would have differ 
ent, but I am surprised that so good a bil 
las become a law. There is no more diffl 
cult legislative work than lo reach an 
agreement on a caucus law. 
~"The results of a fair open political flgh 
are decisive, because tbeir results are ac- 
cepted. But tricks and frauds in the cau 
cuses that have been possible under the old 
caucus system,or rather the lack of system 
nvariabfy breed disastrous dissensions an< 
jromote party factions. 


'A fair trial of this law will so change 


the conduct and management of primary 
meetings that we shall all wonder that we 
iver submitted to the haphazard and un- 
'a:r methods which have so long prevailed 
11 nominating candidates for public 
of-

CHICAGO, July 7.—Six de&d and an in- 


definite number oi injured is the record 
of casualties in the strike conflict* in 
Chicago yesterday. 


The developments of Thursday went far 


to convince all thinking people tbat the 
gravity of tbe situation had not been ap- 
preciated by the authorities or the people 
at large, for after 13 hours of as patient 
and persistent coolnega and bravery under 
irving circumstances military 
officers 


were forced to admit that it w»s still a 
ong march to peace and tbe resunption 
of unimpeded traffic on any of the rail- 
roads running oat of Chicago. 


The developments of Thursday night 


and those o£ yesterday have but con- 
firmed the conviction that nothing short 
of au overwhelming armed force with in- 
itructions to shoot to kill can settle the 
trouble; or, as Colonel Croftou put it: "It 
tiss ceased to be a mere movement of 
troops and has become a campaign." 


The local and state authorities have 


awakened to th» Clitics! and grave 
nature erf the strike malady and ar« tak- 
ing measures to apply adequate remedies. 
Tbe city police force has already been re- 
cruited up to over 3000 men, and by re- 
quest of Mayor Hopkins and by order of 
Governor AUgeld two brigades of state 
militia have been ordered here to aid ia 
quelling the disturbances. 


At the nation's capital, also, the fact ia 


recognised tbat the prevailing conditions 
are entirely out of the ordinary, and that 
provision must be made for such a mass- 
ing of fishing men as has never before 
been. seen, together iu the history of this 
nation in time of peace, if the authority 
and dignity of the federation and the 
processes of its courts are not to be 
laughed to scorn for an ind-flnite time. 


The strike infection has become so wide- 


spread and so menacing at many points 
that the president and his advisers believe 
it would "be unwise to withdraw any more 
regular troops from the country west ol 
Chicago. It is, therefore, in contempla 
tion. should the forces, federal, state anc 
government, 
already 
gathered 
here 


be unequal to th« task of restoring order 
to send here the 10 companies stationec 
on the Canadian border in the state o 
Xew York, with, the reserved intention 
if circumstances demand it, of exercising 
the right to call for 20,000 men from thi 
crack militia regiments of New York aad 
Pennsylvania. 


An Eventful Day. 


The day in Chicago has been one of con 


stant alarms and calling for police, dep 
uty marshals and soldiers, hers, tnereanc 
everywhere, throughout that wide stretch 
of territory in the southern part of th< 
city. Btot has been running rampant 
throughout the day; cars have been over 
turned, switches broken aud tracks ob 
structed in numerous way; the torch 
been applied in numerous instances to 
cars. 


Switchtowers and the like, not to men 


tion an attempt to fire a part of the greai 
Armour packing places—in fact at one 
time the incendiary blazes followed each 
other tvith such quick succession that the 
fire department -was put to straits to 
care for all of them. To add to the 
gravity of the situation it was found that 
the strikers were interfering with the 
police railroad and flre alarm telegraph 
system, and in one or two instances police- 
men who were using telephone calls were 
stoned. 


On two occasions at least three attacks 


were met -with accurately aimed lead. 
During a riot iu the forenoon ovsr an iu- 
coming milk train at Kensington, a dep- 
uty United States marshal shot and 
killed two strikers, »nd during the after- 
noon the deputies guarding an incoming 
Baltimore and Ohio passenger train re- 
plied to the volley of shots and stones 
which the strikers showered upon them 
by turning their revolvers loose, killing 
four of their assailants and wounding a 
number of others. 


A new feature was added to the situa- 


tion when a meeting of representatives of 
all of the bodies of organized labor in the 
city favored a general sympathy strike, 
and appointed a committee of three with 
full power to act, and at tbe same time 
called a meeting of nil organized labor 
tomorrow to ratify their action. 


Late in the afternoon the Second regi- 


ment state militia was ordered to the 
stock yards.

To illustrate tho tactics resorted to by 


the incendiaries to hamper the work of 
the fire department, empty cartridges 
were forced into the keyholes of the fire 
alarm boxea, fnemen were knocked down 
with stones and bricks, and while work- 
ing at the fires the horsos of the depart- 
ment were stolen. 


At midnight all the cars in tho yard' 


had teen destroyed. The mob showed 
much method in its incendiarism and 
hundreds of cnrs wera rifled and their 
contents carried away before the torch 
was applied. The loss in the Pan Handle 
yard Is estimated at $1,200,000.

Ill Hungary there ivre, according to • 


rough cBtinmto, about ICO,000 gypsies, 
vagabonds who wander about the country 
with their carts and horses, accompanied 
by their women and children, arid though 
at one time persecuted M unbelievers and 
hunted to death as sorcerers and poisoner* 
the cruel edicts which enjoined such treat- 
ment were- never sympathized In by tb4 
Hungarian people. The result is that tbe 
gypsies have increased, and In their own 
thriftless, squalid fashion prospered, de- 
ep ite tho hard usage they linve received 
at the hands of their rnlors. 


Indeed the Hungarian kings have TOOM 


than once protected them as a "poor -wan- 
dering people without a country and whom 
ail the world rejected™ and granted them 
safo conducts to go wherever aasmed good 
to thorn with their troops of dotikeys and 
horses. Joseph II of Austria tried to set- 
tle thoin as agriculturists and had huts 
built for them. But instead of occupyiBfl 
tho comfortable dwellings themselves they 
stabled their cattle In them and pitched 
their tents outsida Then to prerent thel* 
corn from sprouting thty boiled It beteto 
sowing, and though tbeir ohildsen. -weM 
taken from them and trained up Into 
habits of work under Magyar and German 
pcasautH these vriWlings soon escaped and 
joined their parents without having learn- 
ed any thing from their forcible apprentice- 
ship to civilization. It is affirmed that a 
gypsy who had actually risen to tho rank 
of an officer in the Austrian army disap- 
peared one day and was found six month* 
afterward with » oand of Zingari en- 
cnmpod on tho heath. 


A young Slovack peasant fell in love 


•with and married a gypsy girl, but in hi» 
absence she escaped to the woods, and 
when discovered was sleeping under th» 
skies and feeding on hedgdliogs, after the 
fashion of the race from whom she .had 
been taken. Tho Abbe Lis^t, charmed 
with the talent for music displayed by a 
gypsy boy, took'him to Paris and tried to 
train tho little lad. But all in vain. Th9 
moment he saw his own people in Vienna 
his delight was indescribable. Thero vraa 
no longer any hope of keeping him under 
tlic restraint of polite life.—''Peoplesof 
the World."

public nolice or Ihe caucus of at leisl 
seven days,

"Cities and towns must furnish polling 


places al Ihe expense of the municipalities 
and provision Is made for keeping Ihe polls 
open at least 30 mlnutrs. The remaining 
compulsory provisions of Ibe bill are main- 
ly directions to political comuittees. The 
permissive pan of the bill relates mainly to 
tbe use of the Australian system of voting 
in caucuses as It is now used at elections. 


"This portion of the bill Is substanllally 


an adaptation of the Boston caucus rules 
which have been found to work very satis- 
factorily. 
Of course there are some things 


in Ibis measure that I would have differ- 
ent, but I am surprised Lhal so good a bill 
has become a law. There is no more diffi- 
cult legislative work than lo reach an 
agreement on a caucus law.

Ten tracks containing from 1000 to 2000 
cars, half of them loaded, will be a lolal 
loss. No water being at hand, the flro 
must burn Itielf out. The Pan Handle 
station at Biity-thlrd street was also Dred 
and destroyed. 


The Grand Trunk yards at Klston was 


a sea of flamtg, 500 box cars were burned, 
and efforts to check the flames were 
futilo. 
o flag shantlM and other rail- 


road property were also burned. 


While directing the movement of the 


Eleventh battalion at this point, Marshal 
Fitzpatrlck WHS seized by ihc thoroughly 
frenzied mob of nrebugs and thrown Into 
a pond, from which he was rescued by the 
police, more dead than alive. 


Everything at this point will probably 


be a total loss. At Hyde Park, near the 
fair grounds, the ashes of 40 earn srs uow 
smoldering, and word has just come lu 
that uftur numerous efforts the mob has 
succeeded in firing the Illinois Central 
shop at Burnsine.

Hi omen were knocked down 
with stones aud bricks, and while work- 
ing at the flres tho homos of the depart 
ment were stolen. 


At midnight all the cars inlboyarils 


had betn destroyed. Tho mob shoired 
much method In Its Incendiarism and 
hundreds of cars were rifled and their 
contents carried away before tbe torch 
was applied. The loss In the Pan Handle 
yard is estimated at (1,200,000.

officials. 


This inslructiein, it is alleged, con-

THE PRESIDENT IS OPPOSED TO 


LONGER 
CONTENTION. 


His Attitude Has Much to Do With. 


Fiaal Settlement. 


'WASirTKGTON, July

The main contest will be on the sugar 


(thedult, w which tbe opposition in th?

That some change will be made in 
the schedule is certain, but the belief is 
general that the duty will be retained. 
The senate conferrees will make an effort 
to include bounty allowances on the com- 
ing crop. That allowance was included 
in the senate cau us agreement and was 
abandoned at the last hour for the reason 
that it was desired to dispose o£ the bill 
on Tu.-aday last. 


There seems to be an understanding 


among Democratic senators that the 
bounty allowance will be arranged in 
conference in a manner that will be ac- 
ceptable to the sugar growers. The ques- 
tion has been raised whether the growers 
of domestic sugar are not entitled to a 
bounty under the existing law. It is pro- 
vided that producers of such sugar, to be 
entitled to bounty, shall file, prior to 
July of each 
year, 
with

revenue, 
ap- 


plication 
for 
a 
license, 
together 


with notice of the placs of production 
and an estimate of the quantity of sugar 
to be produced in the current year. These 
provisions of law, which are held to be ia 
the nature o£ a contract, have been com- 
plied with, and the coming sugar crop 
will be made under the conditions thus 
agreed upon. 


The Preildent's Attitude. 


In conversation with a friend recently 


the president alluded to the question of 
tariff legislation. He remarked that he 
has abstained from interfering with the 
bill while it was pending in the senate. 
The measure wus not altogether satisfac- 
tory and not such a one as he would have 
framed. He did not think there was suf- 
ficient time at the present session to make 
any serious contention over it. But under 
the circumstances he thought the house 
would be justified in accepting the meas- 
ure with some modifications in order that 
speedy action may be bad regarding this 
most important measure. 


The attitude of the president and the 


•dmimstration concerning this matter 
will have, it is believed, much iaflaence, 
not only with the members of the ways 
and 
me»ns committee, but wich the 


friends of the administration in both 
houses in. settling and adjusting this im- 
portant question. 


A Tax on Greenback*.

Thieves Are I-'reqnently Itun Down, While 


the 1'ublic TUIukgTIioy Get Away—Steal- 
ing From One's Own House—Valuable 
Tips Prom Pawnshops. 


It will perhaps interest a good many 


people to know why so httlo confidence is 
placed in police detectives by tho majority 
of the residents of Brouklyn who don'"t 
know how thy work and why so much 
confidence is placed in them by a few who 
do. Having been u, detective for the past 
20 years, the writer will endeavor to lot 
Citizen readers into some of tho secrets of 
the profession. 
Many people in this city 


believe that wo are slouches; that, we never 
llnd out anything unless wo fall across it 
and Unit we aro no better ut detecting 
crime than the policemen who patrol the 
streets. This condition of affairs is due 
no doubt to the way in which we have to 
work. 


As soon as a man reports that his house 


bus buuu robbeil wo aro placed on the 
case. Tho report goes 10 polico headquar- 
ters, containing on account oi tliemissing 
articles, which is duly printed in the news- 
papers. 
People who re.tu thfi papers from 


day tu day notice the report; and keep their 
eyes open to see whether we capture tho 
culprit or not. 
Not Keiug the report of 


the capture, in a few days they give up all 
hope and say that wo ore of no earthly uso. 
But there are always two s-ides to a story. 


For instance, while I was btaoioned in 


tho Thirteenth precinct, nt the corner of 
\Villoughby and Yernon avenues, a few 
years ago, a man who was reputed to be 
wealthy, doing business in New York, 
came into tho station house and reported 
that his bouse had been robbed of a gold 
watch valued at $3UO. He gave mo the 
munber of the watch, with a full descrip- 
tion of it, und answered several imestiona 
which I asked him. 


Alter getting tli9 information that I 


wanted I visited several pawnshops in the 
vicinity, but couldn't find any trace of 
the missing watch. The next day I wont 
to 
's pawnshop on the Bowery, in iSJew 


York, to see ubout another matter. I have 
always made it a poim to get into one of 
tiio stalls while, in this store, so as to hear 
what is going on around me. I had along 
talk with tho clerk who was in charge 
about bomo jowelry and then went into 
a .stall to moke out a report, which I in- 
tended to turn over to my captain when 
I reached the station house. I had been in 
tho stall about three minutes when a fe- 
male, entered the one adjoining mine and 
pledged something for which she received 
$75. Then she loft. I recognized the wom- 
an's Voice and was astounded to find her 
in a pawnshop. Who the woman was I 
novcr shall toll; suffice to say she was one 
of Brooklyn's society ladies, and I asked 
tho clerk to te* me eeo what sho had 
pawned, and ho did so. It was a gold 
badge, studded with diamonds and worth 
.|300. With the clerk's permission I mnde. 
a diagram of the badgu in my notebook 
for further reference 


But I nm getting away from tlie gold 


watch. The same day I visited a pawn- 
shop near tho cntranoo to the Brooklyn 
bridge and recovered the missing watch. 
I asked the proprietor to give me a descrip- 
tion of tho man who pledged it. He did 
so, and much to my surprise the descrip- 
tion tallied with that of the one who had 
mado the complaint. I said nothing, bat 
went to the man's homo and acquainted 
lus wife with tbe fact that the watch had 
been restored. I requested her to accom- 
pany mo to the shop 10 identify it, which 
she did. 
While \ve were conversing with 


the proprietor I asked him to describe the 
pledger. 
Tho answer ho gave took away

AN INSURER PROPOUNDS SOME 


KNOTTY QUESTIONS. 


Broadside at the Insurance* Com pan if,' 


Answer to THE SIX'S J'.L-i-fut /Arliclf 
ou Co-inMiraiit-e nnd 1th .Serloug 
De- 


fects. 


The recent article in THE Sex on the co- 


insurance plan of tire insurance companies 
and the answer of the companies to that 
article published la yesterday's Sc.v has 
attracted considerable attention. The fol- 
lowin« letter is of considerable interest in 
relation to the same subject. 


Mr. Editor: THE SUN of yesterday pub- 


lished an article on the co-insurance clause 
in insurance policies, which, from the quo 
| tution marks used may be presumed lo 
have contained (he exact language of the 
company on this point. A clo=e perusal of 
thf article, however, and a little rellectiou 
will give rise to a reasonable doubt that 
the explanation make1- the term very much 


j clearer. 
For instanci-, to quote from tin: 


i article, "full coinsurance means that the 
assured must keep his propi-uy insured 
for it.s full value, or he must be a co-insur- 
er to the extent of tbe deiicit."' Suppose he 
does insure for full value in one company, 
does this satisfy the provision'? and will he 
get the full face value of his policy in case 
of total loss:1 If that is so then the co in- 
surance clause is conditional anil upon 
compliance w>th its terms, namely: insur- 
ance for full value, even though the risk 
be entirely in one company, the clause loses 
its force altogether, Iu such a case will 
there be any occasion for arbitration'.' In 
other words if a man insures a building 
worth, when the policy is taken, WOOD for 
.•510,000 will he get tbe" 610,000 because he 
was careful to insure for full value? Sup- 
pose he has a sixty, seventy or eighty per 
cent co-insurauce clause will he get even 
$0000, $7000 or &SOOO in case of total loss'.1 
He has paid premiums on §10,000 with the 
consent of tbe company who want bun to 
increase the amount. Is it not true, rather 
that he will get 00, 70 or SO per cent of the 
actual value estimated after the lira by two 
aporaisers who, as a rule, never saw the 
building:1 


Again to quote, "If his property is worth 


S10.UOO and lie has but SMXX) insurance he 
becomes a co-iusurer for fylOQQ and contrib- 
utes his propoitiou in case of partial loss. 
In event of total loss he collects full insur- 
ance." 


Consider the ambiguous terms in this pro- 


vision, property worth $10,000, when, at 
the time when the policy is taken out, or 
at the time of loss? Determined by whom'? 
the assessors who often undervalue prop- 
erty, or by two appraisers who determine 
its value after it has ceased to be'?

The law providing for the registration of 


dociors takes effect in 1S95. By January 
of next year all physicians who are quali- 
fied under the statute must be registered. 
Graduation from a college of repute or 
three years' practice. This and a success- 
ful examination is the only means of se- 
curing the legal right to practice medicine. 
This law will cut off many who have been 
doctoring as specialists for years 
together 


with a lot of faith curists, Christian scien- 
tists and others.

Taking place as it did,on tbe main street 


of the city, iu front of the largest business 
block in town, and in the face and eyes of 
hundreds of people, it could not fail to at- 
ract attention and to elicit most extrava- 
gant and sensational reports. 


The joung woman is now 23 years old, 


•uul iirsi came lo Manchester four years 
ago, at which time she entered the cele- 
irated academy connected with Mt. St. 
Jary's convent. 


Her people are among the wealthiest 


Catholic residents of Lowell, and as she is 
he youngest daughter she is the "baby," 
tbe pet of the family. 


Naturally nothing was too good for her, 


and knowing by reputa'ion of the 
fine 


school kept by the Sisters of Mercy in this 
city, it was decided that sha should enter 
the institution and fit herself to occupy any 
position in life that might come to her. 


The full term of school life in Mt. St. 


Mary's is seven years, but advanced pupils 
frequently graduate on less time, and in 
fact very few young ladies, unless they en- 
ter at the age of 13 or 15, ever take the full 
seven years' course. 


Miss Fay was a remarkably bright and 


talented scholar, and she was only in tbe 
scbool two years, graduating with honor. 


She oftentimes expressed herself as desir- 


ous of becoming a nun, but finding her 
family a unit in opposition to her desires, 
and receiving no encouragement from the 
sisters, she made application for admission 
to the Maucbester training scaool, and 
having finished a course of a year and a 
half graduaied from there last month, and 
then on Monday took at, Mt. St. Mary's 
convent the white veil, the first step m the 
path of tbe professed. 


Uer brother Peter was particularly bitter 


against her desire to become a nun, and 
finally obtained from her a promise not 
to enter the sisterhood. 


This promise it is understood Hiss Fay 


claims, was given under duress, and there- 
fore not binding upon her. 


When Mr Fay learned of what his sister 


had done in joining the order, he at once 
sent a note lo the reverend mother sup 
erior, demanding that she not only not 
admit his sister to the order, hut that she 
turn her out of the convent. 


To this the latter sent back word that 


no nuu would ever be turned away from 
the convent, but thatany sister who desired 
to leave could do so at any time. 


This was received by Mr. Fay yesterday 


morning, and, he at once came to this city 
and with the sensational results already 
rendered.

caucus are numbered, and the time gone 
)y when a committee of five chosen by tbe 
chairman, 
of peculiar, but convenient 


learing faculties, will bring in a list of del- 
egates. Primary meetings will, in the near 
'uture, be as much an expression of public 
opinion within a party as the vote on an 
election day in a test of it between par- 
ties. 


The caucus bill, when considered sec- 


;ion by section, seems complicated, as all 
aws relating to elections do. But the pro- 
visions which are mandatory, and which 
affect the voters, are very simple indeed. 


"Caucuses for state, congressional and 


county conventions roust be'held through- 
hut the state on one of two consecutive 
days. So must caucuses to chose delegates 
to representative, senatorial and county 
conventions to be held on one of two 
consecutive days. Such caucuses are to 
be called by the stale central committee 
at least three weeks before being held. 
Town 
and 
city committees must give 


public notice of the caucus of at least 
seven days, designating which of tbe two 
days the caucus shall be held, and staling 
time ana place. 


"Cities and towns must furnish polling 


places at the expense of the municipalities 
and provision is made for keeping the polls 
open at least 30 minutes. Tbe remaining 
compulsory provisions of the hill are main- 
ly directions to political comtaittees. 
Tbe 


permissive part of the bill relates mainly to 
the use of the Auslralian system of voting 
in caucuses as it is now used at elections. 


"This portion of the bill is substantially 


an adaptation of tlie Boston caucus rules 
which have been found to work very satis- 
factorily. Of course there are some things 
in this measure that I would have differ- 
ent, but I am surprised that so good a bill 
has become a law. There is no more diffi- 
cult legislative work than to reach an 
agreement on a caucus law. 


''The results of a fair open political fight 


are decisive, because their results are ac- 
cepted. 
But tricks aud frauds in tbe cau- 


cuses that have been possible under the old 
caucus system, or rather the lack of system, 
invariably breed disasirous dissensions and 
promote party factions. 


''A fair trial of this law will so change 


the conduct and management of primary 
meetings that we shall all wonder that we 
ever submitted to the haphazard and un- 
fair methods which have so long prevailed 
iu nominating candidates for public of- 
fices."

admired its beauty and applauded its 
founder. This great man, who has been 
heralded throughout the world as a 
philanthropist and a benefactor of his 
race, is George !M. Pullman, and tho 
town, nami'l after him, is Pullman. 


A few people have always nnd-Tstood 


tho true inwardness of this apuaivut 
philanthropic, scheme. But today tho 
roof is being removed from the wetty 
eleemosynary enterprise and au inclosed 
bit of old feudalist slavery opened to 
the gaze of the world, as despotic and 
oppressive as any that ever existed. 
Pullman is a wise man. He did not poso 
as a philanthropist, but simply disdain- 
ed to refuse the soft mantle when oth- 
ers threw it around him. lie knew how 
to roll up money faster, to got greater 
results out of working men in less lime 
' and for less expenditure, ihnn any othev 
man that ever tried it. That wa« all.

Tho striv ts aro smooth ami 


clean, the public buildings aro of tho 
best architectural order and placed 
where they aro most convenient to tlui 
resident streets around them, tho cot- 
tages are neat and convenitntly arrang- 
ed, and there is plenty of good light and 
tax.

The main contest will be on the sugar 


schedule, to which the opposition in thi- 
house is very decided and strong numeri- 
cally. That some change will be made in 
the schedule is certain, but the belief is 
general that the duty will be retained. 
The senate couferrees will make an effort 
to include bounty allowances on the com- 
ing crop. That allowance was inclu led 
IB the senate cau us agreement and was 
abandoned at the last hour for the reason 
thxt it was desired to dispose of the bill 
on Tu sday bist. 


There seems to be an understanding 


among Dt-mocratic senators that the 
bounty allowance will be arranged in 
conference in a manner that will be ac- 
ceptable to the sugar growers. The ques- 
tion has been raised whether the growers 
of domestic sugar are not entitled to & 
bounty under the eiisting law. It is pro- 
Tided that producers of such sugar, to be 
entitled to bounty, shall file, prior to 
July of each 
year, 
with ' the com- 


missioner 
of 
internal 
revenue, 
ap- 


plication, 
for 
a 
license, 
together 


with notice of the place of production 
nnd an estimate of the quantity of sugir 
to be produced in tha current year. These 
provisions of law, which are held to be in 
the nature of a contract, have been com- 
plied with, and the coming sugar crop 
will be made under the conditions thus 
•greed upon. 


The President's Attitude. 


In conversation with a friend recently 


the president alluded to the question o 
tariSt legislation. He remarked th:it he 
has abs-taineil from interfering with the 
bill while it was pending in th* senate 
The measure wus not altogether satisfac 
tory (ind not such a one as he would have 
frirned. He did not think there was suf 
ficient time at the present session to mak 
any serious contention over it. But under 
the circumstances he thought the housi 
would be justified in accepting the meas- 
ure with some modifications in order tha 
•peedy action may be had regarding this 
most important measure. 


The attitude of the president and the 


administration concerning this matter 
will have, it is believed, much influence 
not only with the members of the way 
and 
means committee, but with the 


friends of the administration in both 
houses in settling and adjusting this im- 
portant question. 


A Tax on Greenbacks 


The bill for the state taxation of green- 


backs occupied the attention of the house 
all day, and it was passed by a vote of 173 
toil. The only point of interest in the 
da'y's proceedings was the taking of the 
tariS bill from the speaker's table and its 
reference to the committee on ways and 
means, but this was unattended by any 
excitement or remarks. 


Several unimportant bills were passed. 


The special order setting aside today for 
eulogies on the late Representative Houck 
of Ohio was postponed for a week. 


A Short Session. 


An air of quiet and serenity prevailed 


in the chamber when the senate met at 
noon yesterday, after its holiday. The 
struggle of the past three months had 
severely taxed the endurance of the sena- 
tors and it was immediately decided that 
the senate adjourn to meet on Monday. 
This was to give the senators two more 
days of rest before beginning work on 
the appropriation bills. The house joint 
resolution to enable the secretary of the 
navy to carry out the work of increasing 
the navy was adopted. One resolution 
and two bills, the direct outgrowth of the 
existing Pullman strike, were introduced.

and dignity of the federation and the 
processes of its courts are not to be 
laughed to scorn for an ind finite time. 


The strike infection has become so wide- 


spread and so menacing at many point* 
that the president and his advisers believe 
it would be unwise to withdraw any more 
regular troops from the country west of 
Chicago. It is, therefore, in contempla- 
tion, should the forces, federal, state and 
government, 
already 
gathered 
here, 


3e unequal to the task of restoring order, 
to send here the 10 companies stationed 
on the Canadian border in the state of 
Xew York, with the reserved intention, 
f circumstances demand it, of exercising 
the right to call for 20,000 men from the 
rack militia regiments of New York and 
Pennsylvania. 


An Eventful Day. 


The day in Chicago has been one of con- 


stant alarms and calling for police, dep- 
uty marshals and soidiers, here, there aud 
everywhere, throughout that wide stretch 
of territory in the southern part of the 
dty. 
Riot has been running rampant 


throughout the day; cars have been over- 
turned, switches broken and tracks ob- 
structed in numerous way; the torch has 
been applied in numerous instances to 
cars. 


Switchtowers and the like, not to men- 


tion an attempt to fire a part of the great 
Armour packing places—in fact at one 
time the incendiary blazes followed each 
other with such quick succession that the 
fire department was put to straits to 
care for all of them. To add to the 
gravity of the situation, it was found that 
the strikers were interfering with the 
police railroad and fire alarm telegraph 
system, and in one or two instances police- 
men who were using telephone calls were 
stoned. 


On two occasions at least three attacks 


were met with accurately aimed lead. 
During a riot in the forenoon over an in- 
coming milk train at Kensington, a dep- 
uty United States marshal shot and 
killed two strikers, nnd during the after- 
noon the deputies guarding an incoming 
Baltimore and Ohio passenger train re- 
plied to the volley of shots and stonea 
which the strikers showered upon them 
by turning their revolvers loose, killing 
four of their assailants and wounding a 
number of others. 


A new feature was added to the situa- 


tion when a meeting of representatives of 
all of the bodies of organized labor in the 
city favored a general sympathy striEe, 
and appointed a committee of three with 
full power to act, and at the same time 
called a meeting of all organized labor 
tomorrow to ratify their action. 


Late in the afternoon the Second regi- 


ment state militia was ordered to the 
stock yards. 


Mar Bench the Atlantic. 


Of the situation in general the most sig- 


nificant feature of it is the carrying out 
of the strike east to Cleveland, tying up 
all the connections of the seaboard trunk 
lines there, with the promise that by to- 
night it will reach the trunk lines them- 
selves, and go practically reuch tha At- 
lantic seaboard by tying up the railroads 
at Buffalo. Thus the strike would be ex- 
tended from ocean to ocea-. 


There is no notable relief at the points 


placed under embargo, and the situation 
at K-insas City is complicated by the 
tying-up of the Fort Scott road, thereby 
involving another southwestern line. 


The Pacific coast remains in paralysis,

ports of fresh outrages nnd fires followed 
each other with startling rapidity, being 
confined, however, principally to railroad 
rolling stwk and the buildings aeaingt 
whirh thtiB far the greater part ot the 
mob's fury has been directed. 


Burly yesterday morning a blaze started 


among some overturned airs at Kensing- 
ton, quickly 
communicated 
to other 


tracks filled with long line? of cars, many 
contsining vnlunble merchandise, all of 
which 
were soon 
blnz ni; 
furiously. 


Fanned by strong winds, there was at 
this point a tot*l of 80 cars wiped out. At 
the stock yards one blaze after another 
was reported, and from the outlying dis- 
tricts caioe urgent calls for police protec- 
tion, increasing in frequency. 


A Terrible Nleht. 


But with the falling: shades of night 


came the climax of the fiery festival. The 
Pan Handle ytrda, from 
Fifty-fifth 
to 


Sixty-third streets, were a mans of fire. 
Ten tracks containing from 1000 to 2000 
cars, h«lf of thi-ra loaded, will be a total 
1 sg. No water being at hnnd, the fire 
must burn itself out. The Pun Handle 
station at Sixty-third street was also fired 
and destroyed. 


The Grand Trunk yards at Ehton was 


a sea of flames, 500 box cars were burned, 
and efforts to check the flumes were 
futile. 
n'he flag shanties and other rail- 


road propprty were also burned. 


While directing the movement of the 


Eleventh battalion at this point, Marshal 
Fitzpatrick WRS seized by the thoroughly 
frenzied mob of firebugs and thrown into 
i pond, from which he wasrescuad by the 
police, more dead than alive. 


Everything at this point will probably 


DC a total loss. At Hyde Park, near the 
fair grounds, the ashes of 40 cars are now 
smoldering, and word has just come in 
that after numerous efforts the mob has 
succeeded in firing the Illinois Central 
shop at Burnside. 


Fary of the 3Iob». 


Only one residence hns been burned 


thus far as a direct result of the incen- 
diaries' work, nnd that in one of the stock 
yards districts, and business buildings 
have escaped altogether, but the wanton 
destruction of railway property continues 
unchecked and with increasing destruc- 
tiveness. 


The maddened mobs, worked up to the 


highest pitch of 
fury, 
paralleled the 


scenes of the commune, and it appears as 
though nothing short of tho miraculous 
can prevent nn 
armed demonstration 


against them aud the sacrifice of many 
lives. 


To illustrate the tactics resorted to by 


the inc;enniaries to hamper the work of 
the fire department, empty cartridces 
were forced into the keyholes of the fire 
alarm boxes, firemen were knocked down 
with stones and bricks, and while work- 
ing at the fires the horses of the depart- 
ment were stolen. 


At midnight all the cars In the yards 


had been destroyed. The mob showed 
much method in its incendiarism and 
hundreds of cars were rifled and their 
contents carried away before the torch 
was applied. The loss in the Pan Handle 
yard is estimated at ?l,'JuO,QOO. 


Military on Duty, 


The First regiment, 750 strong, went to 


Hyde Park and Kensington last eveuiug. 
The Second resiment, with about the 
same cumber ot men, followed shortly 
after, beins: assigned to the stock yards 
district, under direction of Police In- 
spector Hunt. The Third regiment, GOO 


men, 
were placed on duty in the district 


north of Thirty-ninth street. The Seventh 
regiment, 700 men is held in reserve, to- 
gether with Battery D, at the Michigan 
avenue armory. 


Troops are hurrying south; company 


after company, in heavy marching order, 
hurrying to tbe turbulent district from 
the center of the city. 


The aggregate of the losses to the rail- 


roada will be enormous. Miles of their 
tracks have been ruined hy the fierce heat; 
hundreds of switch and signal towers, 
with their expensive mechanism, utterly 
ruined; thousands of cars and untold 
quantities of merchandise have fed the 
flames and gorged the larders of thieves; 
valuable loLomotlves hava been wracked 
and disabled: miles of tangled wires and 
private poles litter the ground. 


Telephone, telegraph, electric light nnd 


fire alarm wires are now the especial 
object of attack, the plugging of fire 
alarm 
boxes constituting a new and 


doubly dangerous element in the tremen- 
dous wave of incendiarism now sweeping 
over the southwest section of the city, 
preventing, as it does, notice being re- 
ceived of the state of affairs until a fire 
has attained such headway that it can- 
not be stopped except through lack of. 
further material on which to feed. 


Cold-Bloodod Asiaanination. 


S. B. Ritchie, a special policeman, em- 


ployed by the Pittsburg, Fort Wayne and 
Chicago road, was stoned to death by a 
mob at the Fifty-seventh street crossing 
of that read. 


Ritchie, -who was also a deputy sheriff, 


caught some boyi overturning a switch 
shanty and compelled thorn to set it no- 
right again. 'While ha was talking to the 
boys a mob approached and attempted to 
burn the shanty. 


Ritchie drew his revolver and threat- 


ened to kill the first man who approached 
the sh.inty. The mob surged eround him, 
but be held it off until his revolver was 
accidentally ilischarged, the bullet strik- 
ing him iti the foot. 


He was easy proy for the mob then, and 


they quickly had him down. They stood 
around his body anfMiterally stoned him 
to death. His head was pounded almost 
to pieces. The mob finally went away 
leaving him for (ie«d, but be was still 
alive whan the poHce arrived. He was 
taken to the hospital, but died within a 
short time. Xo arrests were made. 


Calla-way'* Conp d'Etmt. 


ToLKDO, July ".—-Receiver Callaway of 


the Clover Leaf road received a telegram 
ligned "Committee" containing the infor- 
mation that tho American Railway union 
at that place had decided to tie up his 
road. Mr. Call»way acted promptly and 
emphatically, wiring General Superin- 
tendent Mills at St. Lonis to lay off every 
jmploye whose services are not actually 
required to run passenger trains. He also 
issued orders to close up every shop on 
the line from end to end. In explaining 
his action, Mr. Callaway said: "We can- 
not afford to spend $10 a day to earn $1 in 
revenue."

WASHINGTON', July 7.—Governor Altr 


geld of Illinois sent an extremely long 
dispatch to the president last night, pro- 
testing against the presence of federal 
troops and demanding their withdrawal. 
He aniued that the president was going 
beyond his power, and intimated that la 
the previous reply to him (Altgold) the 
points at issue wero evaded. 


The president wired the following re- 


ply: "While I am still periuaded that I 
have neither transcendid my authority 
nor duty in the emergency that confronts 
us, it seems to me that in this hour of 
danger and public distress discussion 
may well give way to active effort on the 
part of all in authority to restore obedi- 
enco to law and to protect life and prop- 
erty."

The Great Palace. 


According to Bishop Liutprand of Cre- 


mona, in his account of his embassy to 
the court of Nioephorus Phocas, the gold- 
en chamber of Constantinople was tho 
most splendid part of the whole palace. 
If .! ustin rebuilt it, Theophilus and Con- 
stantino YII did much for its decoration. 
Theophilus made a silver table ''for tlio 
accommodation of the guests and tho 
adornment of tho palace," in which so 
many foreigners and courtiers feasted with 
tho emperor. A great chandelier hung 
from tho center of the hall over the table. 


The famous golden tree, so often men- 


tioned in accounts of tho palace, was con-1 
stvucted by Theophilus. "Birds sitting' 
on tho branches sung by some mechanism, 
tho air being supplied by concealed pas- 
sages. '' The walls were ornamented with 
mirrors and colored tiles, "affording tho 
more pleasure to tho guests o-ning to tho 
delicious nature of tlie viands." Besides 
making tho silver doors—into the Tripe- 
ton—Constantino VII ornamented tho 
walls and ceiling of the Chrysotrikli nos 
with flowers and leaves, framed in silver 
circles.
